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Don't Assume the Apples under Your Tree 

Actually Come From Your Tree!

Discovering family history is a mystical journey which is a wonderfully rewarding experience. It can provide the path 
family members have taken to arrive in this country and trails of knowledge of those that may be left elsewhere. With 
today's on-line resources, there is readily available information based upon assumed cross reference of historical 
documents. I say assumed, as I have recently experienced why validation of information found in a resource such as 
Ancestory.com is ever important. Recently I was researching an aunt on ancestory.com. This document correctly 
identifies my grandfather, Roman Hincheski, who has an unusual first and last name obviously. His name and his date of 
birth were correct according to our family records and his obituary. It also identifies all of his children by name and date 
of birth which is confirmed by my families written records and their subsequent obituaries as correct. However, my 
grandfather is recorded as marrying a lady who first name is Libby. That was not Roman's wife's first name but does 
correctly identify her maiden name In addition, the information listed cannot be my true Grandmother as it does not 
correctly indicate her actual date of birth and death. 

In researching how this could have happened, it has come to light that others can enter information into Ancestory.com 
and formulate a family tree in coordination with yours, based upon what they believe to be part of their tree. Such is 
the case with the entry listed for my Grandmother. There is a listing of numerous other relatives paired from this 
woman unknown to all of our family whom is presumed to be my Grandmother. I checked the entire census reports 
which confirm that my Grandfather was only married to one woman. In checking the potential for this entry error with a 
historian, they indicate that anyone can add information to your supposed tree. The only current way to eliminate 
incorrect entries is, if you have reason to question the entry, is to click on the leaf which identifies by code who made 
the entry. You can then send them a note with the statements of fact of why you are refuting their entry. I await a 
response. Only they can remove the information entered there. 

Thus if you use information from Ancestory.com as your starting point, it behooves you to validate the information of 
those listed. This can be done by going through census reports for their early years to 1940 to validate the names and 
approximate age of the family members listed. You then can further validate the family members listed by review of 
each of their death records found in Ancestry under the death records section and/or actual county death records for 
the individuals, the later which is limited by feasibility of you to the geographical location of their death. Subsequently 
you should also cross reference this data with their actual obituaries. With the date of death, one can confirm survivors 
or those who preceded them in death as part of the family. This takes time, but confirms relationships by more than 
one source. This should eliminate submission errors added by others. Enjoy your journey and insure your apple's DNA. 


Minnesota Newspapers Online

When researching obituaries in Minnesota, the Owatonna Public Library now offers under "New at the Library" tab: the 
Minnesota Digital Newspaper Hub, which provides online access to all newspapers published in Minnesota since their 
initiation to 1922 with the option to print off news articles as they appeared in the original text. It of course requires 
knowledge of the actual date where you would find the entry; however you will have access to that from your search in 
Ancestry or family records.

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Which Jochen Christian Kludt is the ancestor of Joseph Clute?

In a previous edition of the Rice Gleanings (Spring 2011) there is a pedigree chart of Dora (Clute) 
Berg connecting her father, Joseph Clute to his grandfather Johan Jochim David Kludt son of Jochen 
Christian Kludt a fanner, son of David Kludt. From further research and review I have found there 
were two Jochen Christian Kludts about the same age in the village of Dutschow,* one was a farmer 
and the other was a Schultz** and I had connected and researched the wrong one, the farmer. 

* Dutschow is a small village in district of Parchim, Mecklenburg-Schwerin (now Mecklenburg-Vorpommern)

When I began looking at the Dutschow church book microfilm 2 (written in german script) all I could 
read were the names and dates and so missed the other information in the records including the 
occupations and family connections. There was only one marriage record in Dutschow for a Jochen 
Christian Kludt, a farmer, to Anna Ida Niemanns. I assumed they were the parents of Johann Jochim 
David Kludt. But in the summer of 2014 when reviewing my research and the church records I came 
across a death record of a woman whose parents were Jochen Christian Kludt a Schultz and Anna 
Maria Dorothea bom Schuldt. Then in reviewing the birth record of Johan Jochim David Kludt I saw 
that his father was a Schultz not a farmer. I then went back through the records and found the the 
birth, death, parents and siblings records of the Jochen Christian Kludt the Schultz. I also found records 
of fourteen children of either the Schultz or the farmer Jochen Christian Kludt. In Oct of 2014 when on 
a research trip to the Family History Library (FHL) in Salt Lake City with help from Library staff the 
occupations and family connections in these records were translated. 3 4 To see what others have done 
with these two men I looked at two items. The FHL had a new lineage book Familienbuch Spronitz, 
Dutschow from 1648 to 1896, published in 2011. 5 The author had extracted the entire church book 
information and put families together. Most of my families in this book are the same as I had found in 
my research except for these two Jochen Christian Kludts. I looked at the Family trees on Family 
Search.com (as of April 2015) and saw some discrepancies there also.

CHILDREN OF THE TWO JOCHEN CHRISTIAN KLUDTS 

Between these two Jochen Christian Kludts there are birth/baptism records of fourteen children bom in 
Dutschow between the years 1749-1771. 

• In only one of them is the mother indicated with a marriage date (the farmer and Anna Ida Niemann). 

• Five of the fourteen birth/baptism records identify the father as a Schultz ; in addition four of these five 
also list a godparent who can be identified as the Schultz’s sibling or sibling’s spouse. 

• The father of the other nine children is listed as a farmer and sometimes a juryman; some of the 
godparents of these children can be identified as the farmer’s sibling or sibling’s spouse. 

The Five Children of Jochen Christian Kludt the SCHULTZ aka Jochen and Anna Maria Dorothea Schuldt 

1. Marie Liese b. 19 Oct 1749 daughter of Jochen the Schultz 

godparent - Joh Ortmann’s wife the father’s sister [Maria Dorothea ] 

godparent - David Ahrens the father’s sister’s husband [father’s sister Catharina Elisabeth Ahrens ] 

2. Trien Ilse b. 6 Mar 1751 daughter of Jochen the Schultz 

d. 7 Aug 1831 Catharina Ilsabe also known as Catharina Dorothea Funk bom Kludt 6 Mar 1751 
parents deceased Schulz Jochen Christian Kludt and 
deceased Anna Maria Dorothea bom Schuldt

The Nine children of Jochen Christian Kludt farmer aka Christian Kludt and Anna Ida Niemanns are 

1 . Trien/Catharina b. 22 Aprl 750 dau. of farmer, bom 6 mo. after marriage 28 Oct 1749, he claims he is not her bio father 

2. Jochen Christian b. 20 Jan 1752 no b. record found, but birth date and father’s name, Christian a juryman, 
were in his m. record of 1781; his death record Feb 1822 age 71 includes b. 20 January 1752 

3. Ann Liese b. 29 Dec 1753 daughter of Christian son of David 

4. Anna Ida b. 20 Oct 1756 daughter of farmer and a godparent the schoolmaster David Kludt [father’s 
brother ] [her name is the same as the farmer’s wife ] 

5. Marie b. 14 Feb 1759 daughter of farmer Christian; godparent Friedrich Ahrens’ wife, sister of the father 
[Dorothea] 

6. Ilse Dorthie b. 29 Oct 1761 daughter of Christian 

7. Johan David b. 4 Jun 1765 son of Christian juryman; godparent David Kludt schoolmaster father’s brother 

8. Christien Dorthie b. 8 Jun 1769 daughter of Jochen Christian farmer and juryman 

9. Anna Ilsabe b. 31 Mar 1771 daughter of Jochen Christian farmer and juryman 

Conclusion: Records in a foreign language should be completely translated so you don’t miss important 
information. Godparents may be especially important because they may be relatives. Include and document all 
siblings and their spouses. Carefully evaluate all information when you find people with the same name. 
Genealogy research is a work in progress and we are always learning more along the way. Go back and review 
your earlier research and you may find information or clues you didn’t previously notice or recognize.
